Second Fire in a Week for Rochester 

The Rochester Fire Department was called to a 
structure fire at 126 Braley Hill Road just after 8pm on 
March 13 for a building that was reported to be fully 
involved. 

As the homeowner was returning to the house he noticed 
the fire and attempted to extinguish it with a fire extin- 
guisher and then contacted the fire department. 

Fire Chief Scott Ashworth noted, "The fire had a 
pretty good start. I don't live far from there, and when I 
turned onto Braley Hill Road I could already see a glow in 
the sky." 

The homeowner and his dog both escaped the 
fire, which according to Chief Ashworth, destroyed ap- 
proximately 70% of the structure. The cause of the blaze is 
still unknown as Ashworth stated, "the extent of the dam- 
age was so sever in the area where it started that determi- 
nation of the exact cause will be difficult." 

The firefighters faced muddy conditions to reach 
the building, which was set back from the road. Concerns 
during combating the blaze included propane tanks near 
the structure and an electrical service that entered the 
building in the area of the fire. Nstar was called to discon- 
nect the power service. Mutual aid was call from Acush-

The Town of Marion Planning Board met at the 
Marion Town House in the Conference Room at 7:00 pm 
on Monday, March 16, 2009. Present were Chairman 
Joseph F. Napoli, Co-Chairman Peter F. Winters, Clerk Jay 
Ryder, Members Julia Deane Crowley, Stephen C. Gon- 
salves, Thomas R. Magauran and Patricia A. McArdle, 
and Secretary to the Board Debra E. Paiva. 

Chairman Napoli re-opened the Continued Public 
Hearing regarding the proposed Dunkin Donuts loca- 
tion at 450 Wareham Street, and recognized Leo T. Scarry, 
Esquire, attorney for the Sardinha Family Trust, the ap- 
plicant for the proposed site. Mr. Scarry introduced Mr. 
Fernando Sardinha, Trustee of the Sardinha Family Trust, 
and Mr. Jack O'Leary, Senior Project Manager with Merrill 
Associates, Inc., registered professional engineers and 
land surveyors, representing the applicant.

then outlined the latest proposal for the site, which had 
been informally presented to the Board at the last regu- 
lar meeting on February 17, 2009. The plan features an 
eight-foot-wide island with the planting of large trees, a 
reduction of the drive-thru lane width to 12 feet bringing 
the building closer to Wareham Street, additional trash 
barrels along walking routes from the building, a rumble 
strip at the terminus of the drive-thru lane, tree boxes for 
additional stormwater management, and a sliding gate in 
front of the dumpster area. 

At the conclusion of Mr. OTeary's presentation. 
Chairman Napoli opened the floor for questions from 
members of the Board as well as members of the public 
in attendance. "Are you proposing non-invasive, indig- 
enous plants for the landscaping?'' Mrs. Crowley asked. 
Mr. OTeary replied that all of the plants being proposed 
will be non-invasive, but that he was unsure if they are 
all indigenous, and that he would have to check with the 
landscape architect to be certain. Mr. Gonsalves asked Mr. 
OTeary to describe tree boxes such as those proposed.

with open tops that host a single tree, which is selected 
for its growing qualities and also for being "wet feet 
tolerant/' meaning that the tree thrives in very moist or 
wet soil conditions. Tree boxes serve as a filter for many 
surface contaminants before the water enters the storm- 
water system. Mrs. Crowley then asked if the applicant 
plans to use biodegradable coffee cups in the operation of 
the Dunkin Donuts. Mr. O'Leary replied that he was not 
sure if biodegradable coffee cups were planned, but that 
he would look into it, and report back to the Board. 

''Is there pedestrian access?'' asked Mr. Christo- 
pher Collings of 13 River Road. "Yes, there are several 
pedestrian access points on the site," Mr. O'Leary re- 
sponded. Mr. Magauran stated that "it is safer with pe- 
destrian access to Spring Street; that is a better route than 
any other." Mr. Allan Johnson of 147 Spring Street noted 
his displeasure with the manner in which the Board has 
conducted the proceedings regarding the application over 
the past nine years, and his belief that the Board has not 
acted in the best interests of the Town. "The only person 
involved in this who has listened to the neighbors around 
the site is Mr. Sardinha," Mr. Johnson said. Chairman Na- 
poli responded to Mr. Johnson's criticism, saying that "We 
are all working for the betterment of the Town. There is 
no reason to criticize this Board." 

Mr. John Sweeney of 29 Crapo Street told the 
Board that "the plan looks great, and you've done a great 
job." He inquired about the need for the double-width of

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the drive on the site, and Mr. O'Leary said that was neces- 
sary to accommodate delivery trucks. Mr. O'Leary noted 
that the size of the stormwater basin on the site has been 
reduced by approximately 30%. "What about mosqui- 
toes?" Mrs. Crowley asked. Mr. O'Leary responded that 
the system is designed to drain completely in 48 hours, 
and as a result there will not be enough time for mosqui- 
toes to breed on the site. Co-Chairman Winters asked if 
the Board could see the architectural elevations proposed 
for the site, and Mr. O'Leary introduced Mr. George C. 
Haight of George C. Haight Associates, of Duxbury, the 
architect employed by the applicant for the project. 

Mr. Haight then described the features of the 
proposed structure: it will be a wood-frame building, with 
clapboard siding and wood windows with divided lights, 
and will feature an asphalt-shingle roof and a centered, 
louvered cupola with a copper-clad top. The cupola 
will aid in ventilation of the building, as well as provide 
a decorative appearance. The building's footprint will 
be 48 feet by 48 feet. Mr. Ryder expressed the view that 
the building would look better without the cupola. "Do 
you have an interior layout of the building?" Mr. Winters 
asked. Mr. Haight replied that he did not have such a 
layout with him. Mr. Steven Grima of 36 Cottage Street 
expressed his opinion that the design of the building, with

on the ground/' Mr. Ron Wisner of 638 Delano Road said 
''that's a big structure, and with the cupola at 32 feet, that 
makes it an imposing structure."

Co-Chairman Winters moved to continue the 
Public Hearing for three weeks, to April 6, 2009 at 8:15 
pm, to allow for additional Board review of the plans, as 
well as time for the Board's architects and other experts to 
complete their review.

have been preliminarily identified in the survey as pos- 
sibly requiring removal. Mr. Sellers noted that NSTAR 
serves approximately 1.4 million residential and business 
customers in the Commonwealth, with over 10,000 miles 
of overhead distribution lines. The tree survey is focused 
primarily on safety and service reliability concerns, and 
typically results in tree clearing, bush removal and/ or tree 
removal. Mr. Sellers is a Certified Arborist both by the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts and the International 
Society of Arborists, and holds a degree in horticulture 
from the University of Massachusetts. NSTAR operates 
a four- to six-year trimming schedule in compliance with 
Chapter 40 and Chapter 87 of the Massachusetts General 
Laws (the scenic road act and the general tree laws). 

The 16J1 survey initially identified 227 trees in the 
Point Road area for further examination. The final review 
reduced the number of trees to 131 as posing a hazard 
or risk; most of those trees are either oak or white pine 
trees. Trees under examination have been marked with a 
blue band around the trunk of the tree. NSTAR is in the 
process of contacting all affected property owners, both 
private citizens and the Town of Marion. A final review of 
the proposed actions will be conducted by the Town Tree 
Warden and the appropriate Boards of the Town. Some of 
the subject trees are invasive species such as the Norwe- 
gian maple. 

NSTAR's tree pruning standard is to clear their 
lines 12 feet above, 8 feet to the side, and 8 feet below. 
Although the survey is not yet complete, to date NSTAR 
is proposing approximately $50,000 worth of the removal 
of hazard trees on Town property at no cost to the Town. 
'Are there any trees that are healthy, but are just in the 
way?'' Mr. Dawson asked Mr. Sellers. Mr. Sellers replied 
that such healthy trees represent less than 10% of the trees 
identified. Mr. Dawson then asked what the responses

have been thus far from private citizens in Marion. Mr. 
Sellers said that "most people are receptive and we usu- 
ally get a good response.'' Mr. Dawson then asked "Have 
you gotten denials in Marion?" and Mr. Sellers responded 
affirmatively. Selectman Blanchette said that "I have great 
respect for Tim Crowley, our Tree Warden, and think we 
should let him handle this project." Mr. Dawson noted 
that "under the state statute, once NSTAR is done with 
their preparation and survey, there is still a public hear- 
ing process with the Tree Warden presiding." Selectman 
Henry noted that safety is a big, and appropriate con- 
cern, for both public safety personnel such as police and 
firefighters, and for the general public in their use of the 
roads in the Town.

the Board that "we were told that 450 trees were identi- 
fied when we called NSTAR. What are we really looking 
at?

The Last House on the Left. Starring Tony Goldwyn and Garrett 
Dillahunt. Directed by Dennis Iliadis. Running time: 105 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

I almost feel sorry for young horror fans. In my day, a lot of 
the slasher movies weren't exactly original, but at least they weren't 
remakes of the previous generation's slasher films. In the last few 
years, 70s and '80s horror has been strip-mined, yielding rehashes of 
The Texas Chainsaw Massacre, Dawn of the Dead, Halloween, Friday the 
13th, and even My Bloody Valentine. It was only a matter of time before 
they got around to Wes Craven's notorious Last House on the Left. Mind 
you. Craven's film was itself an unofficial grindhouse remake of The 
Virgin Spring by none other than Ingmar Bergman. It was also remade 
unofficially a few years back as the ineptly grotesque Chaos. To be 
generous to the new, official remake, compared to Chaos it's The Virgin 
Spring. 

What it's not is a crude shocker on the level of Craven's film, 
which I guess can now sport the cliched motto "often imitated, never 
duplicated." Craven's 1972 original retains considerable power, which 
is inextricably connected to its faults. There's that goofball "comic 
relief" subplot with the two idiot cops, for instance. But that's better 
than no comic relief at all, which is what we get in the new version. 
There's no goofiness, no personality. The movie is grim yet studio-slick, 
with recognizable B-list actors like Tony Goldwyn and Monica Potter as 
the parents of ill-fated Mari Collingwood (Sara Paxton, swimming like 
a fish again after Aquamarine), who along with a friend gets abducted 
and tormented by a quartet of lowlifes led by escaped criminal Krug 
(Garrett Dillahunt). 

The anguish out in the woods, as Krug and company take their 
wrath out on the two teenage girls, is blandly staged; the cartoonish 
sadism is gone, replaced by a workmanlike cruelty. No longer a loutish 
demon who pops a child's balloon for a laugh, this movie's Krug keeps 
his eyes on the bottom line — he isn't a hippie freak run amok, like 



David Hess in Craven's film. Yet the plot still keeps Krug's bisexual 
moll Sadie (Riki Lindhome) and his remorseful son Justin (Spencer 
Treat Clark), and the fourth, most vicious of the lot, Frank (Aaron Paul), 
is now Krug's brother. But the hippies-vs. -square-generation subtext 
of the 1972 film is lost. It's no longer a ripped-from-'70s-headlines 
exploitation of teenage and parental fears alike; it's just an impersonal 
Saturday-night revenge flick, of the sort that Michael Haneke's Funny 
Games (either version) eviscerated and made irrelevant. 

Indeed, when the killers (as implausibly as ever) wind up at 
the parents' vacation home, this Last House turns into the anti-Funny 
Games, with supposedly cathartic counter-viciousness against the 
criminals that now, because of the loss of the earlier sadism, seems 
almost disproportionate. There's a glimmer of class resentment, mostly 
on the part of Sadie, who snarls about rich kids "with silver spoons 
up their asses" and remarks to Mari's mother, "How many homes do 
you have?" But if director Dennis Iliadis (yet another foreign horror 
director lured to Remake City, USA) and writers Adam Alleca and Carl 
Ellsworth intend this to be a have-no ts-vs. -haves thriller to reflect the 
current economy, that isn't followed through. There was no particular 
reason for this story to be told again, except for Rogue Pictures to throw 
its hat into the remake ring. My question is. What classic American 
horror films from today will Hollywood remake twenty or thirty years 
from now? There haven't been many. Kids today don't know what 
they're missing, unless they hit up Netflix.
